B. His Punishing Abandonment (Vs. 2f) 

C. His Permanent Abandonment (Vs. 2f) 
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1) ...stop calling, stop coming by. The relationship may even be 
broken off for a time only to be followed by a passionate 
renewal. Well our relationship to God is hands down the most 
important relationship we have and therefore it can be the most 
difficult to navigate. But here in our text this Spirit filled prophet 
Azariah gives us a very simple one verse guide to relating to God 
in one simple verse. Every person can enjoy a healthy 
relationship to God be following the three simple instructions 
found in our text. 

2) ...knowing that, I'm on the Lord's side! That he is with me! 

3) Isaiah 43:2 When thou passest through the waters, I will be 
with thee; and through the rivers, they shall not overflow thee: 
when thou walkest through the fire, thou shalt not be burned; 
neither shall the flame kindle upon thee. Isaiah 41:10 Fear thou 
not; for I am with thee: be not dismayed; for I am thy God: I will 
strengthen thee; yea, I will help thee; yea, I will uphold thee 
with the right hand of my righteousness. 

4) Amos 3:3 Can two walk together, except they be agreed? 


1) Jeremiah 29:13 And ye shall seek me, and find me, when ye 
shall search for me with all your heart. 
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1) gripped with fear. Azariah is ending his simple guide to relating 
to God with a fearful reminder of the consequences of turning 
away from God. 

2) ...Asa won a great victory, the potential is there that in the pride 
of victory, the Lord could be forsaken. Prosperity can lead us to 
forsake God. What of your life? Have the pleasures of life drawn 
you away from the Lord? Have the prosperities that you should 
life thankfully for, caused you to forsake God in self confidence. 

3) Jeremiah 12:7 I have forsaken mine house, I have left mine 
heritage; I have given the dearly beloved of my soul into the 
hand of her enemies. 

4) Ezra 8:22 ...The hand of our God is upon all them for good that 
seek him; but his power and his wrath is against all them that 
forsake him. 

5) Psalms 32:4 For day and night thy hand was heavy upon me: 
Spurgeon - God's hand is very helpful when it uplifts, but it is 
awful when it presses down: better a world on the shoulder, like 
Atlas, than God's hand on the heart, like David. 

6) ...God will not finally cast off his people, we believe that he will 
visit them with the rod til he has brought them back to him with 
deep contrition, but as long as they forsake him he will as far 
respects any display of his favor forsake them and if any who 
have thought themselves his people forsake him utterly they 
shall also be utterly forsaken." 

7) ...road, you've got no reason to think it leads any where else but 
to destruction.
